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A demonstration of "Guickfind" and a discussion about the software 
library occupied the time at the last meeting. A motion concerning 
the purchase of software was passed which you should read below. But 
tr sty “Orel find =s. 


As mentioned last issue, "Quickfind” is a small program (about 34 
lines of program and a number of data statements) which is entered at 
the beginning of a tape. The program was first described in one of 
the 1983 Compute magazines. However it was very limited in that it 
only allowed a fixed amount of tape for each program. Fred Cumming 
has modified "Guickfind"” so that programs can be entered onto the 
casette tape in the usual way. The data statements which keep a 
record of what’s on the tape, are made up of three records per 
program, a number to identify the program, the program name, and the 
tape count at which the program is saved. Thus, “Quickfind" provides 
a means of loading and Saving programs simply and easily and it keeps 
track of what and where programs are on a tape. The only drawback is 
that it needs to be updated each time the tape is updated with 
additional programs. 

"Suickfind" works in the following way. In response to RUN, the 
program asks the user which program is to be found and then to press 


Fast Forward on the datasette. The tape fast forwards for a period of 
time dependent on the tape count corresponding to the program. The 
important lines in the program are as follows. 
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"Quickfind"” then performs a dynamic load according to the next :ew 
lines. 
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Program name 
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"Guickfind" has been found to be completely reliable and for those 
interested it should soon be in the software library. 


The software library currently consists of ten, kindly donated C60 TDK 
cassettes. The following programs are available in the library.
